NEW BOOK FOR X-C SKIERS 


Maine native Karl Beiser is an 
avid cross-country skier, and he 
shares his enthusiasm for the 
sport in a new book, “25 Ski Tours 
in Maine’', It is the latest in the 
best-selling “25 Ski Tours” series 
published by the New Hampshire 
Publishing Company in Somers- 
worth, N, H. The guidebook offers 
the novice and advanced skier 
valuable information about trails 
off the beaten track from Kittery 
to Caribou. 

Three Western Maine  cross- 
country areas are included in the 
book: Andover/Farrington Hil, 
Sunday River and Evans Notch. 


All the trails selected by 
the author exhibit the beauty 
and diversity of Maine’s geogra- 
phy; skiers can choose from trails 
along the rolling surf of the At- 
lantic +o quiet woodland routes 
beneath the craggy visage of 
Mount Katahdin. The author ex- 
plains that with brooks and boul- 
ders buried beneath an even blan- 
ket of snow, the skier can move 
farther and faster into the wilder-. 
ness than could be traveled on 
foot in the summer. 


The guidebook contains com- 
plete descriptions of the routes, 
in addition to easy-to-read sketch 
maps, driving and parking di- 


rections, and phone numbers for’ 


local weather information. Each 
trail's ‘distance, difficulty rating, 
and names of appropriate topo- 
‘graphical maps for the area are 
included.

Army ROTC has 6,500 full-tu-

Next question: What does it 
cost for the fluorides? The rince 
program is calculated at 55 cents 
per student per year. The daily 
tablet program is about 35 cents 
per student per year, and all this 
takes about 10-20 minutes. of class 
room time, Presently more time 
and money is being spent for a 
hygienist and classroom instruc- 


tion, plus toothbrushes, floss, dis- & 


closing tablets, and a limited num- 
per of visual aids, including some 
films. It is planned that soon the 
classroom teacher will conduct the 
instruction as part of the health 
education program, using the hy- 
gienist as a resource person. 

To date, in the classroom in- 
struction topics discussed, have in- 
cluded chewing as part of the di- 
gestive process; snacking — what 
and when; functions of teeth; parts 
of a tooth; what happens when 
you have a loose tooth; plaque and 
the process of decay, Before Christ- 
mas vacation it is planned to in- 
troduce flossing (grades 4-6), use 
of a disclosing tablet and tooth- 
ibrushing—how and when. It should 
be noted that classroom teachers 
are regularly supplementing this 
on an individual basis in their 
classrooms, 

Students are being encouraged 
through this program and several 
other instructional areas by their 
classroom teachers not only to 
learn about but to practice pre- 
ventive health and proper nutri- 
tion. But support is needed at 
home from parents to pack nutri- 
tious lunches and snacks, and en- 
courage children to keep clean, 
healthy bodies and eat good foods 
at home. It takes students, teach- 
ers and parents all working to- 
gether to teach and practice good 
habits—so ask your children what’s 
going on in health at school, dis- 
cuss it, and then help him or her 
practice it at home and school. 

If any parent has not returned 
a fluoride permission slip to the 
school and wishes the child to 
participate, write a permission note 
for tablets and/or rinse for your 
child, sign it and send it along 
to the child’s teacher, It’s never 
too late to start a preventive pro- 
gram,

From Washington 


Last week the Senate approved 
an additional $30 million for im- 
mediate relief for the Cambodian 
refugees, This Congressional ac- 
tion enabled our government sub- 
sequently to pledge a contribution 
of $69 million to the international 
yelief effort in Southeast Asia. 

For many in Cambodia, this ac- 
tion has come too late, We hope 
that for hundreds of thousands of 
others it will mean the difference 
between starvation and life. 

After discussing the situation in 
Cambodia with Senator John Dan- 
forth (R-Missouri), who had just 
returned from the Thai border, I 
co-sponsored the bill for immedi- 
ate refugee relief. 

I was troubled by what I heard. 
XY wondered if America would be 
like the man with no shoes who 
pitied himself until he saw the 
man with no feet. 

So many of us are preoccupied 
with the problems of modern af- 
fluence—raging inflation, the high 
cost of energy, the low value of 
the dollar. In the midst of our 
econoinic troubles have we shown 
indifference to the 38 million 
Khmer refugees in Cambodia, who 
are dying of starvation, tubercu- 
Yosis and prolonged conditions of 
utter destitution? 

We have. Hundreds of thousands 
of Cambodians have died while the 
United States and other countries 
debated which government actu- 
ally represented the reftuugees—the 
ousted Pol Pot regime or that im- 
posed by the North Vietnamese. 
The fact is that no government 
represents them and only the con- 
science of mankind can protect 
them. . 

We should be wise enough of 
the lessons of history to avoid 
writing another chapter .of suffer- 
ing. These refugee children, whose 
stomachs distend as if carrying a 
great weight, cannot be relegated 
as mere footnotes to a shocking 
and disgraceful chapter in the 
annuls of man. We cannot erase 
from our minds the emptiness of 
hunger that bloats their bellies, 
which their emaciated frames can 
mo longer carry; or the sight of 
women, walking skeletons them- 
selves, who embrace the skeletons 
of their children. 


Thousands of others who have 
collapsed along the refugee route 
from Cambodia to Thailand mark 
the road like grisly human mile- 
stones. Not even the thousands of 
miles walked by all these refugees 
together can measure their suf- 
fering or the immensity of the 
crime that will rest with the world 
if more are permitted to die. 


If we do not act, Kampuchea 
will take its place beside the name 
of Auchwitz, Buchenwald, Treblin- 
ka and the Warsaw Ghetto as 
memorials to man’s indifference 
to man. We are witnessing a gen- 
ocide. Three million people are in 
immediate danger of extermina- 
tion. Two hundred thousand refu- 
gees will die every month unless 
food and medical care are rushed 
to their relief, Already the popu- 
Jation of Cambodia, after a decade 
of war, has been reduced from 
more than eight million to less than 
five million. 


We cannot watch in silente 
‘while more fall from weakness and 
suffer the horrible death of star- 
vation. 


The highest .levels of our State 
Department should be required to 
resolve the diplomatic problems 
that obstruct the international re- 
lief programs underway. 

We must transcend political dif- 
ferences with the North Vietna- 
mese and their regime in Cam- 
bodia and we must act to bring

One of the most valuable, but 
often forgotten, natural resources 
ave possess in America is farmland. 
As a nation, we ‘have been fortu- 
nate to haye an abundance of 
prime agricultural land conducive 
to growing a wide variety of crops. 
And, as a result, we have not 
only been basically food self-suf- 
ficient but we have also been in 
a position to be a major exporter 
of agricultural commodities, 

‘However, during the past several 
years there has been growing con- 
cern about the fact that we are 
gradually losing a significant am- 
ount of our prime agricultural 
land. Between 1967 and 1975, it 
has been estimated that 31 million 
acres of farmland was converted 
to non-agricultural uses, and that 
of this acreage, 3.8 million was 
converted in Maine and the five 
other New England states. Cur- 
rently, about one million acres of 
prime agricultural land, or that 
Jand best-suited for farming, is ir- 
reversibly lost to urbanization or 
water uses. 

Certainly, if we are to ensure an 
adequate domestically produced 
food supply, we must address this 
gradual erosion of productive 
farmland, Land, obviously, is a 
finite resource, and the irreversi- 
ble conversion of prime agricul- 
tural lands to non-farm uses is not 
a situation which can or should 
be ignored. : 

In an effort to make certain 
that we preserve sufficient am- 
ounts of prime agricultural land, 
I have joined with a number of my 
House colleagues in co-sponsoring 
the “Agricultural Land Protection 
Act” @, R. 2551). The bill, which 
was introduced by Congressman 
Jim Jeffords of Vermont, would 
provide principally for the follow- 
ing: 

(1) The federal government 
would be required to develop poli- 
cies which would give protection 
of agricultural lands certain pri- 
orities when considering federal 
projects. In developing such poli- 
cies, the federal government would 
be required to make them con- 
sistent with state and local Jand 
policies. 

(2) The USDA’s Soil Conserva- 
tion Service would be authoriz- 
ed to provide technical assistance 
to state and local governments to. 
aid in efforts to protect agricul- 
tural land, 

(3) Demonstration programs 
would be established and the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture would be au- 
thorized to award “50-50” match- 
ing grants to study and test farm- 
Jand protection programs. 

(4) The federal ‘government 
would establish a study commis- 
sion to gather data on various as- 
pects of the nation’s agricultural 
Jands, the results of which are 4 


be shared with state and local 
governments for planning purpos- 


es, 

By taking these steps, I feel we 
will be moving to make certain 
that we will not only have the | 
ability to produce sufficient food 
and fiber for our own people but 
also that we will be in a position 
to export agricultural products to 
other nations. Certainly, it is only 
an initial step in what must be a 
far broader effort to ensure al 
productive agricultural industry. 
Various economic and marketing 
problems must be addressed if we 
are to make farming profitable 
and attractive, In Maine, for in- 
stance, we have lost over 14,000] 
of 20,000 farms which existed 30; 
years ago principally as a result of | 
the fact that the small Maire farm 
has generally not proven to be! 
economically viable. _ 

AS we enter the 1980’s and as} 
greater demands are made for food | 
supplies in the futtire, we must:

TAKES FIELD TRIP 


The Maine history course spon- 
sored by the Bethel Historical So- 
ciety featured a field trip on Oct. 
27 to some of Maine’s more fa- 
mous nearby sites, 


The first stop was at Paris Hill, 
a national historic district, where 
a walking tour of the ‘village 
was conducted by course instruc- 
tor Stanley Howe. Paris Hill was 
home to among others a U. S. Vice 
President, two U. S, Senators, 12 
U. S, Congressmen and five Maine 
Governors. 


The next site was at Poland 
Spring, once a nationally famous 
vesort founded by the Ricker fam- 
ily in the late 18th century, The 
group visited the Maine State 
Building, a structure on the Na- 
tional Register of Histori¢ Places, 
which represented Maine at the 
Columbia Exposition in 1893 and 
was disassembled and moved to 
Poland Spring by the Ricker fam- 
ily in 1895 to become a library and 
art gallery. Across from the Maine 
State Building is All Soul’s Cha- 


ful friends while serving in this 
area, They spend summers in 
Maine and winters in Florida, but 
they say, “There is no place like 
Maine.”

Just before hunting season I 
‘went to the woods for evergreens 
to put with my red berries. I love 
the tangle of moss and of branch- 
es that interlace until the wood-

Out by the ledges I think the 
scene was what the poet called 
“silence rendered visible.”

I took a look at earth’s great- 
est travelers, the clouds, constant- 
ly being renewed. Then I contin- 
ued uphill to find the road lead- 
ing home, 

I thought as I arranged my ev- 
ergreens that perhaps my next for- 
est trip will be in snow time, on 
snowshoes, for I will not travel 
the woods again until hunting sea- 
son is over. F 

By mid afternoon the sun sank 
as red as fire. I enjoyed it from 
my kitchen window looking west 
across the pond. As I stood star- 
ing and questioning the sky, I 
saw a flock of birds advancing 
southward. A- gull or some other 
jJarge ‘bird seemed to emerge 
from a hovering cloud and came 
sailing, following the blue course 
of the channel, then disappeared. 
I wondered why it was alone and 
here, 

At the feeder there was a busy 
time. Of the many varied tenants 
that lease our yard from year to 
year, not one of them is more 
loved than the cheerful little black- 
capped chickadee. Perhaps his 
popularity is due in some degree 
to his accessibility, He remains 
with us the year around.

this year, leaving a balance of 
$601.49. Roger Hanscom, chairman 
of the Selectmen, contacted the 
Bureau of Taxation several times 
about this shortage, but received 
no satisfaction. He then contacted 
Karen Brown, Representative to 
the Legislature, and Governor Jo- 
seph Brennan, He then received 
word from the Bureau of Taxation 
that the additional amount was 
due, and would be paid in about two 
weeks: The check has now been 
received, Under the Tree Growth 
Tax Law, the Town lost $10,101.16 
in taxes in 1978, in addition to 
the amount reimbursed by the 
State. This loss must be made up 
by other taxpayers, many of them 
low income home owners, who 
must pay additional tax to make 
up for what large woodland own- 
ers do not pay under Tree Growth. 
For example, a taxpayer with a 
$30,000 home in Newry paid $366 
tax in 1978. Without Tree Growth, 
the tax would have been $297.
